“WASHINGTON, Nov.“Y1.—Free: entry 
into this country for experimental pur- 
poses is being sought by the Navy De- 
partment for an instrument designed to 
indicate the direction from, which the 
wireless telegraph messages are coming. 
Although. the navy would be willing 
to pay for a set of these instruments, 
it has balked at the heavy duty and 
is now looking to the Treasury De- 
partment for relief. 

In time of war, naval officers say, 
this instrument would be invaluable. Al- 
though mesages. being sent by an 
enemy would be in code, it is said, it 
would ‘be possible to ascertain whether 
the waves going through the air were 
from the enemy’s vessels, and with 
the indicator pointing the direction, it 
would be comparatively easy to locate a

Judge Grover being especially desirous 
that none be present. when the plaintiff 
took the stand. 

Miss Chamberlain confirmed the story 
of those of the co Who have 
already confessed their part in the 
atrocity, especially that of Ricord, the 
barber, who took her driving. 


he had tried to force his attentions on 
her and how she had repulsed him and 
insisted upon being. taken home. 

The testimony yesterday of Edward 
Ricord, the barber decoy, who betrayed: 
the school teacher, of Chester Anderson 
and Delbert Kindelsparger, has caused 
a hush to fall upon corner conclaves in 
which the “tar party’ previously had 
been discussed largely in the light of a 
joke. Details given in evidence have 
created a generally more serious view 
of what is now often styled ‘“‘the coun- 
ty’s disgrace.”’ 

Ricord told today of meeting Sherrill 
Clark, one of the defendants, on the 
Sunday following the attack. 

“What do you think’ they will do to 
me?’ Ricord testified he asked Clark.

Ricord was averse to answering the 
question and asked the Court if a reply 
was compulsory.

“Did you know when you started on 
the trip that the intention was to tar 
Miss Chamberlain?’ asked. Attorney 
McCurdy. 

“IT did not,’ he answered. 

On redirect examination Ricord testi- 
fied that he had twice attempted fam- 
iliarity with Miss Chamberlain while 
they were in the buggy, and that she 
had repulsed him.

Whole Proceedings of the Case 
Last Less Than Quarter of 
an Hour.

In an opening statement to the jury, 
former Probate Judge Leo Rassieur 


said that Faust, until then a bright and, 


capable man, developed paresis two 
years ago and is now unable to attend to 
his affairs. Judge Rassieur represented 
the family at the hearing. 


Edward A. Faust testified that he 
first noticed a change in his brother’s 
mental capacity two years ago. Last 
May, on advice of physicians, Anthony 
R. Faust started for Europe, but broke 
down in New York and was placed in 
a sanitarium there, he said. Faust re- 
mained there until the. first week in 
Octobery this year, when he returned 
to St. Louis under care of a man nurse. 


Since then Dr. W. F. Kier has been 
treating him. Faust te’tified that. his 
brother does not realize where he is 
or the nature of the Probate Court 
proceedings, though the papers were 
aerved-on him at his home in Webs- 
ter Groves.

TI). Rockefeller gained control of the val- 
uable Duluth, Mesaba & Northern Rail- 
roa¢ through a loan of $1,000,000; how the 
value of the railroad property is said 
to have beer? “padded’’ to make it appear 
worth more than $7,000,000, and how the 
road is now earning more than $200 a 
share in dividends were told to the Stan- 
ley Steel Trust Investigating Committee 
today by Charles. H, Martz, formerly 
chief engineer of the road. 

Martz, with some bitterness, told how 
he once owned 49 shares of the stock in 
tne road, but had to sell it to the Rock- 
efeller interests for $30 a share, in or- 
der, as he claimed, “to make his job 
secure.” 

Abnormal Rates. 

A report which Martz made at that 
time was submitted to the committee. 
D. A. Reid, counsel for the Steel Cor- 
poration, asked the chairman what vio- 
lation of the Interstate Commerce: Act 
he expected to show from tiis testi- 
mony. Chairman Stanley said he ex- 
pected to show that abnormal rates are 
charged by this road and that last year 
it made a profit of more than sow per 
cent. 

Martz told the committee that he had 
owned 49 shares of stock in the rail- 
road. Officers of the company borrowed 
19 shares which they said was for the 
purpose of raising money in New York. 
This stock, Martz declared, he never 
saw again. 

' » Sold for $30 a Share. 

“atter that,” said Martz, “Mr. Rocke- 
feller sent the general Manager to in- 
form me that it was against the policy 
of the company for employes to own 
stock in the road and asked me to sell 
fo® $30 a share. I did sell and that stock 
is now. payfhe a dividend of $200 a 
share.”’ 

“Did you every try to find out what 
become of the other 19 shares of your 
stock?” asked Representative Gardner. 

“No,” said Martz. “I was given to 
understand that if I didn’t investigate 
my job would be secure.”’ 

Asked in detail about the report on 
the railroad us finally made to the Min- 
riesota Railroad Commission, Martz said 
the total valuation was placed at $7,- 
932,000. In his report, he said, he had 
“padded” the cost considerably and had 
placed it at $4,382,000. The road outside 
of equipment could have been reproduced 
for $3,500,000. 

Martz said he made his report under 
direction of voseph B. Cotton, attorney 
for the railroad. 3 

“But Mr. Murray, private counsel for 
Mr. Rockefeller,’”’ he added, “first told 
me that it was necessary to show a val- 
uation of $5,000,000 for the road.”

Some of our homes are mere board- 
ir.g@ houses, as he said, where servants 
raise the children, the men are money 
mad and the women are all for society. 

“Largely this condition is the fault of 
the husbands. Most’ men think that 
their standing is measured by their 
financial rating and earning ability, and 
they attribute that sentiment to their 
wives, which often is a mistake. 

“They neglect their wives in every- 
thing except in the matter of paying 
the bills. -Men*make a great mistake 
in thinking that a woman is satisfied 
with dress and money alone. Woman's 
chief alm is to have/the love and trust- 
ing companionship of a worthy man. 

“The other things—the dress and 
money—may follow, as a token of his 
love, as far as he can afford them, but 
they are not first in her mind. When 
she is denied this love and consideration 
in her. own home, she necessariiy will 
become restless and seek other outlets 
for her activities. 

“The records of the divorce courts 
suow that neglect on the part of the 
husband is’ the basis for almost all of 
the estrangements. That is: why the 
majority of divorce decrees are peti- 
tioned for by women. After all, the 
true secret of happiness and content- 
ment is the developing and nourishing 
of domestic ideals.’’

PEKIN, Nov. 21.—Chinese officials 
confirm’ the report that a massacre of 
foreigners as well as Manchus has oc- 
curred at Sian Fu. -The legations be- 
lieve the report will prove true. 

There are 4 foreigners in Sian Fu 
and many missionaries in the smaller 
Shen Si towns. Up to the present only 
Chinese reports have been received re- 
Karding the massacre. There has been 
yio telegraphic or postal communication 
with Sian Fu for more than three weeks. 

Two Swedish missionaries, Messrs. 
Sandberg and Erickson, arrived here 
from Tien Tsin. They said a telegram 
had been geceived from Sian Fu before 
their Geparture from Southern Shen Si, 
announcing the murder of rs. Beck- 
man, a school imistress and five foreign 
children. 

Many Chinese girls in Miss Becking- 
sele’s school, who were mistaken for 
Manchus because of their big feet, were 
also reported to have been murdered. A 
German, Phillip Manners, who was in 
the Chinese postal service, was among 
others killed.

Letter to Cousin After Killing 
Says He Cannot Understand 
Why He Shot Woman. 





SPRINGFIELD; Mass., Nov. 21.—‘You 
lie!” shouted Bertram G. Spencer, who 
is being tried for the murder of Miss 


Martha B. Blackstone, during the testi- 
mony of Dr. Alfred Elliott, medical di- 
rector of the State Insane Asylum at 
Bridgewater, at the opening of the ses- 
sion of court today. 

Crying and fighting off half a dozen 
efficers, the prisoner caused such a com- 
motion that a recess of 15 minutes was 
taken. 

“IT have found my double self as no 
one knows, and through pride have kept 
my wrongdoings within myself.”’ 

“Law is law and the way of the 
transgressor is hard.’’ 

“Poor old mother, how much she has 
had to suffer.’’ 

These sentences are prominent in a 
letter in which Spencer analyzes his 
dual personality. 

Chased Flies in Cell. 

The letter was written to his cousin, 
Mrs. Anita Markham of Oakland, Cal., 
while he was in the York Street Jail. 
It was introduced as part of a deposi- 
tion, and says, in part: 

“Dear Cousin Nettie: * * * I am 
sure that my whole life would have 
been different if father had treated 
me differently, but he did not and by 
his cruel treatment wé all had to leave 
our seemingly good homes, and as far 
as mother was concerned # was-al- 
right, for she treated us all so kindly 
and on the other hand so different. 

‘You know, Nettie, I have found this 
double self as no one knows, and 
through pride I have képt my wrong- 
doings within myself, whereas if I had 
told someone my uncontrollable desires 
19 years ago. I could have been put 
away and this awful, awful thing 
would. not have occurred. This desire 
to steal began when bvt 3 years old, 
and by degrees has led to my arrest. 

“It’s strange to me, Nettie, that as 
much money as I have been trusted 
with, only once -did I: take from an em- 
ployer. Hundreds and thousands of 
dollars have been intrusted in my eare 


pand I have néVer thought of taking a 
penny, and to think I should go out] 


from all that was good and to steal 
here and in every place I have been 
and end up by killing a poor defense- 


jless Woman, who, at. any other time, 


I would’ protect #* but ‘the awful scream- 
ing of four: women, I suppose, unnerved 
me, and here I am. 

“God have mercy on all my folks. and 
relatives and keep them 6ne and all 
from harm. Love and kisses and best 
wishes to you Ben and grandma. Your 
loving’ cousi#. “BERT.”’ 

Aug. 22, 1910. 4 

“P. §.—Mother is not very Well, but 
is trying so hard to keep up for my 
cake. Poor old mother, how much she 
has had to suffer.’’ ; 

Two witnesses came from the Pacific 
Coast to testify in Spencer’s behalf. 
Peculiarities of the prisoner, such as 
chasing flies in his cell, were testified 
to by his cellmates. The long line of 
men waiting for the courtroom doors to 
open today was visibly disconcerted at 
the order of Judge Crosby that women 
should be admitted first, trrespective of 
their place in the line. Half of the 
spectators yesterday were women, and 
when the order of Judge Crosby be- 
comes generally known it is doubtful 
whether there will be a seat for a man 
in the rourtroom. 

Eugene R. Farrell of Holyoke testified 
that last year he was in the Hampden 
County Jail and was ordered to watch 
Spencer. He sat in the same cell with 
him. 

“Spencer,” he said, “was a mighty 
cueer fellow. When we would play 
cards he said I was cheating him. The 
same thing occurred when we played 
checkers. One day I dealt him a hand 
and he jumped up, threw the cards on 
the table and went to the door and 
cried. Then he came over and wanted 
to shake hands, saying: ‘Forgive me, 
Gene, that’s an old failing of. mine.’ ”

Food for School Children. 


HE following is a day’s menu for a 


child from six to nine years of] 


age, as given by the United States Bu- 
reau of Bducation, Bulletin 1908, No. 3: 
BREAKFAST—Orange of medium 
size; cooked oatmeal, one-third cup; one 
glass milk to drink; milk and cream 
mixed, one-half cup; toast, one slice. 
DINNER—White fish, three ounces as 
purchased; one small potato; celery 
cooked in milk;, bread, one slice; butter; 
one cubic inch; one-half ctg rice pud- 


; toast, one-half slice; 
butter, one-half cubic inch; milk, oné 
glass; three prunes, cooked with one- 
half level tablespoon of rah cookies.
